SYNOPSIS: 


On September 24, 2018, at approximately 1100 hours, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) 
shooting rollout team consisting of Lieutenant Quitman Carter, ЖА. Sergeant 
Calvin Mah, 8. and Sergeant David Moore, ЯШ responded to Compton 
Station regarding a hit-shooting investigation. The shooting resulted in multiple gunshot 
wounds to Suspect Halcyon Johnson (hereinafter referred to as Suspect Johnson). Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau Detectives Kevin Acebedo, 

‚ and Robin Amador, ИЕ. arrived at the scene at approximately 1000 
hours. They assumed control of the scene and documented the shooting investigation 
under Homicide Bureau casebook, 018-13739-2814-034 [EXHIBIT A]. 


While at Compton Station, Lieutenant Carter contacted the shift watch commander, 
Lieutenant Craig Walker, 8. Lieutenant Walker took reasonable steps to ensure 
the involved personnel and witnesses did not discuss the incident amongst themselves 
prior to their interview by Homicide Bureau investigators. Additionally, Lieutenant Carter 
confirmed the involved personnel were in the company of a supervisor until they 
provided a voluntary statement to Homicide Bureau investigators. 


SUMMARY 


On September 24, 2018, at approximately 0921 hours, two male blacks (Suspect 
Halcyon Johnson and Subject ЕЕЕ) walked into the 
located in the city of Compton. They wore dark hooded sweatshirts with the hoods 
cinched around their faces. Subject J approached the store clerk, Mr. 
(Victim/Witness), and pointed a black semi-automatic handgun at his head (See 
surveillance video [EXHIBIT B]). Subject ordered Witness 
to open the cash register. Fearing for his life, Witness used his cash 
register key to unlock the cash drawer. Subject [_ | began to remove money from 
the register drawer. Within seconds, Suspect Johnson also grabbed money from the 
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cash drawer and then grabbed the entire cash register. Suspect Johnson and Subject 
ШЕҢ "an out of the front store entrance door (west facing) with the cash register. 


IAB Note: Mr. ЕНЕ was a victim of the 
robbery, but for the purposes of this investigation, he is 
referred to as Witness ЕЕЕ 


Once Suspect Johnson and Subject ij exited the ЕЕЕ (су ran 


southbound through the parking lot toward their awaiting vehicle on Spruce Street. 
Witness ЕЕ followed Suspect Johnson and Subject , Җ of the J and 
saw them enter a black sedan. Simultaneously, Witness called 9-1-1 (9-1-1 call 
audio [EXHIBIT С]) and reported to Compton Sheriffs Station desk personnel he had 
been robbed at gunpoint. Witness ШЕ геігуесі the suspect's descriptions, their 
vehicle description, and their last seen direction they drove. 


IAB Note: There were conflicting stories as to possible additional 
suspects. Suspect Johnson stated there was an additional 
unknown suspect that drove his vehicle away from the scene. 
Subject stated there was no additional suspects 
involved in the incident whatsoever. Witness ЕБІ stated 
there were four suspects involved in the incident. Homicide 
Bureau was unable to determine if there were additional 
suspects involved in the robbery or at the scene of the 
shooting. 


IAB Note: As Witness called 9-1-1, the | ИЯ of MAA 
=. (Victim/Witness), who was present 


within the store at the time of the robbery, simultaneously 
called 9-1-1 to report the robbery. 


IAB Note: ШИШЕ was a victim of the 
robbery, but for the purposes of this investigation, he is 
referred to as Witness 


Witness [J saw Suspect Johnson entered the driver's side and Subject 

entered the passenger side of a black sedan. While Subject J entered the slow 
moving getaway vehicle, he dropped a handgun in the middle of Spruce Street. The 
suspects fled at a high rate of speed eastbound on Spruce Street, leaving the handgun 
behind. 


Compton Station desk personnel entered the information and dispatched the call, 
incident number, CPT18267-0091. The priority call was dispatched to unit 287, 
Deputies Thomas Banuelos, 4. and Antonio Rios, Ж. (see call details 
[EXHIBIT D]). Deputy Rios coordinated the assisting units to check the vicinity for the 
suspects and their vehicle (Radio traffic [EXHIBIT Е)). 
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At the time the robbery call was voiced, dispatched Бу the Sheriffs Communication 
Center (SCC) [EXHIBIT E], Compton Station Detectives 5 , 
апа Jesus Sandoval, К āåë were conducting follow up for a search warrant 
approximately one mile from the robbery location. They were driving an unmarked gray 
Dodge Charger equipped with a radio in the console. 


Detectives НЕ (ггіуег) and Sandoval (passenger) heard the voiced robbery call 
and decided to respond. While they approached the intersection of Oleander Avenue 
and Poplar Street (See map [EXHIBIT F]), Detectives [J and Sandoval saw a 
black sedan occupied by two, young, male blacks. The vehicle had no license plates, 
as stated in the call. The detectives suspected it was the same vehicle used in the 
robbery and followed it. Detective Sandoval initiated emergent radio traffic via the 
“Duplex Patch.” Detective Sandoval broadcasted they were “Code 9,” behind the 
possible armed robbery suspect vehicle and broadcasted their location and direction of 
travel. 


IAB Note: Тһе “Duplex Patch” is a Sheriff's Communication Center 
controlled two way frequency used in emergent and tactical 
situations. It allows personnel to communicate directly with 
other involved units. 


IAB Note: “Code 9” refers to following a non-evasive vehicle and 
tactically coordinating units to your location for a controlled 
traffic stop. 


As Detectives J and Sandoval followed the non-evasive vehicle, it turned 
westbound on Spruce Street (See map [EXHIBIT F]). The detectives realized the 
vehicle was driving toward the location of the robbery. As the vehicle drove westbound 
Spruce Street, it accelerated through a residential controlled intersection. The vehicle 
stopped, in the middle of the street, west of Paulsen Avenue. Detective 

drove toward the suspect vehicle and saw the driver (Suspect Johnson) exit the driver's 
side door. As the driver exited, the suspect vehicle continued to roll slowly in a 
westbound direction. 


As Detectives | ЕЕ and Sandoval closed the distance, with their vehicle, to 
Suspect Johnson, they saw a black handgun laying in the street. Suspect Johnson ran 
toward the handgun and picked it up. He raised the gun in the direction of the 
detectives. Detective ШИ estimated the front of his vehicle was approximately 
15-20 yards from Suspect Johnson when he picked up the gun. 


Both Detective И and Detective Sandoval feared Suspect Johnson was about 
to shoot at them. Detective Sandoval reacted to the threat by drawing his duty weapon 
and firing two rounds through the front windshield, at Suspect Johnson. The two rounds 
struck Suspect Johnson on the left side of his torso and on the left hand. 
Simultaneously, Detective И reacted to the threat by accelerating the detective 
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vehicle toward Suspect Johnson іп an effort to separate Suspect Johnson from the gun. 
Detective ШИ felt the threat was so immediate he did not have time to stop the 
vehicle, place it in park, open the driver's side door, exit the vehicle, draw his weapon, 
acquire his sights on target, and shoot. 


Suspect Johnson recognized the gray Dodge Сһагдег 5 occupants as deputy sheriffs, 
because he said he saw their (Class A) uniforms. Although shot and injured, Suspect 
Johnson ran from the scene with the gun in his hand. He ran perpendicular 
(northbound) to the detective’s vehicle line of travel (westbound). As Suspect Johnson 
ran around the front passenger side of the detective vehicle, he pointed the gun in the 
direction of Detective Sandoval. Detective Sandoval opened his passenger side door, 
but did not realize their car was accelerating forward. He tracked Suspect Johnson 
through his gun’s sights and fired two additional rounds. Detective Sandoval described 
Suspect Johnson as so close he could have reached out his passenger side window 
and touched him. The detective vehicle struck the rear and driver's side of the suspect 
vehicle. The collision caused Detective Sandoval’s passenger door to close abruptly 
with force. The door struck Detective Sandoval’s hands causing his gun to dislodge 
from his grip and fly through their vehicle’s passenger compartment. Detective 
Sandoval's gun landed on the driver's side floorboard near Detective ЕЕЕ < feet. 
Detective Sandoval saw Suspect Johnson run in a northeast direction while holding the 
gun in his hand. 


IAB Note: Detective Sandoval was unable to remember if he shot the 
rounds through his open passenger side window, or if he shot 
the rounds between the opened door window frame and the 
vehicle windshield frame. 


Once Detective felt the impact of the detective vehicle colliding with the 
suspect vehicle, [lJ quickly exited the driver's side door. Detective ЕЕЕ 
positioned on the driver's side of the detective vehicle for cover. Detective 

saw Suspect Johnson running eastbound on the north sidewalk of Spruce 
Street. Detective ЕН also saw the second suspect (Subject J) exit the 
suspect vehicle, and run eastbound on the north sidewalk of Spruce Street several feet 
behind Suspect Johnson. Detective focused on Suspect Johnson and the 
gun in his hand. Detective gave Suspect Johnson verbal commands to stop. 
While running, Suspect Johnson briefly bladed his body and gun toward Detective 

. Detective feared Suspect Johnson was going to shoot at 
Detective Sandoval and . In response, Detective ЕНЕ fired one round that 
struck Suspect Johnson. This caused Suspect Johnson to fall and drop the gun (see 
scene photos of the location where Suspect Johnson's gun was recovered [EXHIBIT 
G]). When Suspect Johnson fell, Subject J closed the distance to him. Suspect 
Johnson stood, but did not retrieve the dropped handgun. Both suspects ran eastbound 
on Spruce Street and turned northbound on Paulsen Avenue and out of sight. 


IAB Note: During the collision, the passenger side of the detective 


vehicle scraped along the driver’s side of the suspect vehicle. 
This caused the suspect vehicle driver’s side door to bend 
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forward at the hinges (See scene photographs [EXHIBIT Н]. 
Detective = placed the detective vehicle in park while 
the suspect vehicle continued to roll forward. The suspect 
vehicle came to rest on the north sidewalk of Spruce Street 
against a residential front gate (See scene photos [EXHIBIT 
Н)). 


IAB Note: Тһе damage to the Compton Station detective vehicle 506997 

was not documented оп a Supervisor's Report of Incident or 
Damage to County Vehicle SH-R-257 form. Detective 

's vehicle damage statement was not documented 
on a SHAD-665 form. The detective vehicle was repaired by 

under the 

shooting incident URN number (See vehicle SD6997 repair 
documentation by fleet management [EXHIBIT 1]). 


Immediately following the shooting, Detectives {J and Sandoval briefly checked 

each other for gunshot wounds.

Both suspects 
were found within blocks of the shooting. They were taken into custody without the use 
of any additional force. The suspects were positively identified by Detectives

Suspect Johnson was treated, at the scene, by Compton Fire Department Engine 
Company, #443, under Captain Delgado. He was transported to Saint Francis Medical 
Center, where he was treated for multiple gunshot wounds. 


Following the incident, involved personnel documented the robbery, their actions, and 
observations of the shooting incident on written reports [EXHIBIT A, pages 39-81].

On September 27, 2018, Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Operations 
Safe Street (OSS) Bureau Detective ЕЕЕ "ИШ authored a search warrant, 
and requested the search of vehicles, locations, and items associated with the suspects 
in this case, and submitted the warrant at the Superior Court of the County of Los 
Angeles in the Norwalk Court Judicial District. The warrant was approved and signed 
by Judge Margaret Bernal [EXHIBIT A, pages 150-182]. 


Homicide Bureau Detectives identified several items of physical evidence related to this 
incident. The evidence was collected and documented by Forensic Identification 
Specialist Jessica Liang, ИШШШШ Senior Criminalist Ellen Andrews, 4. Forensic 
Identification Specialist II David Alonso, 8. and Senior Criminalist Christopher 
Lee, “ШШ from the LASD Scientific Services Bureau [EXHIBIT A, pages 112-123]. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


On September 24, 2018, at approximately 1100 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Mah and Sergeant Moore arrived at the scene. Homicide Bureau briefed and escorted 
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IAB investigators through the scene. The scene appeared consistent with the narration 
of the incident. 


The robbery scene was detailed by Homicide Bureau Detectives Daniel Morris, 
ЭНИШ and Judy Luera, ЖШ [EXHIBIT A, pages 7-14]. Their description of the 
scene was consistent with the initial IAB Investigator’s observations. 


Homicide Bureau Detectives Kevin Acebedo, ИИ 20 Robin Amador, +E. 
detailed the shooting scene [EXHIBIT A, pages 1-6]. 


The suspect vehicle and its contents were photographed [EXHIBIT M] by Forensic 
Identification Specialist Il Alonso. The shooting scene was photographed and sketched 
by Forensic Identification Specialist Nakia Berry, J, and Deputy John Chun, 
HEEB. Sce scene sketches [EXHIBIT A, pages 130-131]. 


Included in this casebook are 11 DVDs/CDs [EXHIBIT N] submitted by Homicide 
Bureau containing videos, photographs, interviews medical records, and audio files. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY SANDOVAL 


Deputy Sandoval fired four rounds from his Department issued Smith & Wesson, M&P 
9ММ, Serial [EXHIBIT L]. The firearm was examined by Deputy John 
Vanderschaaf, , of the Scientific Services Firearms Identification Section and 
found to be functional [EXHIBIT A, pages 124-125]. 


Deputy Sandoval’s magazine, which was inside the well of his gun at the time of the 
shooting, was submitted along with its ammunition of 14 live rounds. Eight of the live 
rounds were head stamped “Win 9mm LUGER.” Six of the live rounds were head 
stamped “FC 9MM LUGER.” Four expended cartridge cases were recovered on Spruce 
Street, east of the detectives Dodge Charger [EXHIBIT A, pages 117-119]. Deputy 
Sandoval's firearm was not submitted for latent prints, blood evidence, or DNA testing.

A, pages 117-119]. 


Suspect Johnson's gun was tested and deemed functional by Deputy Vanderschaaf. 
Additionally, Scientific Services Bureau Senior Criminalist Gregory Forte, (ЕШ. 
examined Suspect Johnson's gun for biological evidence. Blood was found on the 
firearm, no blood was found on the live rounds from the magazine [EXHIBIT A, pages 
126-127]. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


During the crime scene investigation by Scientific Services Bureau, the roadway, and 


the exterior of residences located at я -i 


Ш W. Spruce Street were examined. 


There was damage to the front wrought iron gate of |21] W. Spruce Street caused by 
the suspect vehicle. The suspect vehicle came to rest at this location. There was bullet 
impact damage to the south exterior stucco wall near the southeast corner. A bullet 
deflected and passed through the security door [EXHIBIT A, pages 117-119]. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED 


On October 4, 2018, Homicide Bureau detectives presented this case to Deputy District 
Attorney (DDA) Karen Habeeb Murcia of the Compton Branch of the Los Angeles 
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County District Attorney's Office. DDA Murcia filed one count of robbery 211 P.C. and 
two counts of assault with a deadly weapon on a peace officer 245(d)(1) P.C. on 
Suspect Johnson (Case #TA147208). On March 9, 2020, Suspect Johnson pled guilty 
to one count of robbery 211 P.C., and two counts of resisting a peace officer 69 P.C. 
(See court Minute Order in Miscellaneous Documents). He was sentenced to six 
years in state prison. 


On September 26, 2018, Homicide Bureau Detectives filed criminal charges against 
Subject [J (Case ЯН) in the Los Angeles County Superior Court. As a 
result, Subject J had four sustained detentions for robbery 211 P.C., assault with а 
deadly weapon, firearm 245(a)(2)P.C., attempt robbery 664/211 P.C., and minor in 
possession of a concealable firearm 29610 P.C. (See court Minute Order in 
Miscellaneous Documents). Subject {J received “Suitable Housing” and 50 hours 
of community service. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


This incident occurred outdoors at approximately 0930 hours. It was warm and bright 
outside and the sky was clear. 


RADIO TRANSMISSION 


The IAB Investigators reviewed all radio traffic [EXHIBIT E] associated with the incident. 
Compton Station personnel used L-Tac frequency to coordinate the robbery call. 
Detectives Sandoval and {J used the Duplex Patch for their Code 9, 
coordination and deputy involved shooting emergent traffic. Detective 

utilized the Duplex Patch to coordinate a containment to locate the suspects. 


The L-Tac frequency was used by Compton Station desk personnel to relay initial 
important robbery information to the responding units and was used for unit-to-unit 
communications. 


STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews and the verbatim transcriptions. IAB investigators reviewed any 
reports authored by the involved deputies and determined they were consistent with 
their IAB Shooting Review interviews. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DETECTIVE JESUS SANDOVAL 


Homicide Interview 


On September 24, 2018, Detective Sandoval was interviewed by Homicide Detectives 
Acebedo and Amador. The interview was audio recorded and was summarized in the 
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Homicide Bureau Investigation Book [EXHIBIT A, pages 28-31], audio file also 
available [EXHIBIT NJ. 


IAB Interview 


On Мау 19, 2020, IAB Investigator’s Sergeants James Jordan and Layne Arnold 
interviewed Detective Jesus Sandoval 8. The interview was audio recorded 
and transcribed. The following is summary of the interview: 


On September 24, 2018, at approximately 0915 hours, Detective Sandoval and 

Detective [J left the Compton Station parking lot in an unmarked gray Dodge 

Charger. While driving toward a search warrant location for follow up, they monitored 

the Compton Station dispatch radio frequency. They heard a voiced priority call of a 

robbery, which had just occurred at the ЕЕЕ located at the intersection of 
and ЕЕЕ in the city of Compton. 


The call stated two armed male blacks took the cash register and fled in a black sedan 
with no license plates. Detectives (J and Sandoval drove toward the robbery 
location to assist with the investigation. While driving toward the location, they saw a 
black sedan with no license plates in the area of the robbery call. Two, young male 
blacks occupied the vehicle. Both detectives suspected the vehicle to be the car used 
in the robbery. 


Detective Sandoval initiated Code 9, radio traffic. They followed the vehicle for a few 
blocks while assisting units responded. The suspect vehicle drove westbound on 
Spruce Street and once it passed Paulsen Avenue, it “stopped abruptly in the middle of 
the street.” The driver (Suspect Johnson) exited the car, and walked eastbound toward 
Detectives J and Sandoval’s approaching vehicle. Detective Sandoval saw ап 
object in the street and identified it as a handgun. Suspect Johnson leaned over and 
picked up the gun from the street. As Suspect Johnson stood up, he pointed the gun in 
the direction of the approaching detectives. Detective Sandoval thought he did not have 
enough time to exit the vehicle and draw his weapon. Due to the instant peril, Detective 
Sandoval fired two rounds from his duty weapon, through the front windshield of their 
vehicle. The rounds were fired in a westerly direction, at Suspect Johnson with a 
backdrop of the intersection of ES 270 NS. Detective 
Sandoval said Suspect Johnson was approximately 10-15 feet away, but did not know if 
the rounds struck the suspect. 


Suspect Johnson ran around the front passenger side of the detective vehicle with the 
handgun angled toward the detectives. Detective Sandoval fired two additional rounds, 
from a closer distance, out of the passenger side opened door at Suspect Johnson. 
The rounds were fired in a northerly direction with a backdrop of single-family homes. 


Detective Sandoval said his passenger side door closed unexpectedly with a lot of 
force. The passenger door closed on his hands and struck him in the head. The force

of the door closure knocked Detective Sandoval’s gun from his grip and caused it to ћу 
across the passenger compartment toward the driver's side floorboard. The detective 
vehicle came to a stop and both detectives exited the car. Detective Sandoval ran 
around the front of his vehicle and took cover on the driver's side with Detective 

. Once on the driver’s side, Detective Sandoval saw the second suspect 
(Subject ) run eastbound on Spruce Street behind Suspect Johnson. While 
suspect Johnson ran eastbound on Spruce Street with the handgun in his hand, he 
turned toward the detectives. Detective Sandoval said he heard one gun shot fired from 
Detective J. and saw Suspect Johnson fall to the ground. Suspect Johnson 
dropped the handgun. Suspect Johnson stood as Subject [J ran toward him. Both 
suspects continued running eastbound on Spruce Street then turned northbound on 
Paulsen Avenue and out of sight. They left the gun behind. 


Detective [J broadcasted on the radio, the suspect's description and set up a 
containment. Within seconds, multiple patrol vehicles arrived. Both suspects were 
captured and positively identified by Detective Sandoval. 


Detective Sandoval received minor injuries to his left hand and right eyebrow during the 


incident. He was transported by the Compton Fire Department to Long Beach Memorial 
Medical Center where he was treated and released.

IAB Interview 


On Мау 19, 2020, IAB Investigator’s Sergeants James Jordan and Layne Arnold 
interviewed Detective ЕЕЕ at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. The interview 
was audio recorded and transcribed. The following is summary of the interview: 


On September 24, 2018, at approximately 0915 hours, Detective ЕЕЕ and 
Detective Sandoval were in the Compton Station parking lot preparing to check a 
location for a search warrant. Detective НЕЙ heard a radio call of a robbery at 
the (J. The call stated two armed male black suspects robbed the J. 
The suspects fled in a black Toyota with paper plates, eastbound on Spruce Street. 


Detectives ЕН and Sandoval drove toward the ЕЕ in their unmarked 
gray Dodge Charger. While driving to the location of the robbery, Detective 

saw a black Volkswagen sedan with paper plates occupied by two male blacks. He 
suspected the vehicle was involved іп the store robbery. Detective | ЕЕ followed 
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the vehicle while Detective Sandoval broadcasted Code 9 radio traffic. The driver of the 
suspect vehicle drove normal. The driver turned westbound on Spruce Street and failed 
to stop at a posted stop sign at Matthisen Avenue. The suspect vehicle accelerated as 
it approached Paulsen Avenue, which was a short distance ahead. 


The suspect vehicle passed Paulsen Avenue and the driver's side door quickly opened. 
The suspect vehicle did not come to a stop and continued to roll slowly forward as the 
driver exited. The driver, Suspect Johnson, exited the vehicle, and ran eastbound 
toward Detective J vehicle. Simultaneously, Detective J drove 
westbound toward Suspect Johnson. Detective {J saw an object in the 
roadway, which he immediately recognized as a handgun. Suspect Johnson picked-up 
the hand gun and raised it toward the detectives. Fearing the close proximity and no 


time stop and defend QM, Detective made the decision to use the 
vehicle to disarm Suspect Johnson. Detective accelerated approximately 
15-20 yards toward Suspect Johnson. While Detective accelerated toward

Suspect Johnson fell to the ground 
and dropped the handgun. The second suspect (Subject SE) ran toward Suspect 
Johnson. 


Suspect Johnson got up and ran with Subject {J eastbound on Spruce Street. 


They then turned northbound onto Paulsen Avenue and out of sight, leaving the gun 
behind. 


Detective broadcasted on the Duplex Patch they had been involved in a 
shooting. advised assisting deputies of the suspects’ descriptions and last seen 


location. initiated a containment of the area. 
Minutes later, Detective heard over the radio both suspects had been 
detained. Detective went to the suspects locations and positively identified 


them as the ones who fled the vehicle. Detective returned to Spruce Street. 
| | saw damage to the front and passenger side ої unmarked vehicle. | noticed 
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the suspect's vehicle came to rest against the [EJ of a residence along the north 
side of Spruce Street. The suspect vehicle had collision damage. 


Once the incident was static, Sergeant Adams transported Detectives ЕЕЕ and 
Sandoval back to Compton Station where they sat in the watch sergeants office 
pending an interview.

Deputy Barlow asked 
Witness to show her where the dropped hand gun was located. They walked to 
the corner of and (RE just a few feet away from the 
Г Witness was not able to find the handgun. While standing near the 
corner, Deputy Barlow heard multiple gunshots. She rushed Witness [J back 
inside his store, and returned to the corner. Deputy Barlow looked east on Spruce 
Street and saw detectives іп a “crouch position as if they were taking fire.” She said the 
detectives were in the middle of Spruce Street near Paulsen Avenue. She saw a male 
black suspect wearing a white and black striped shirt run northbound from the scene. 


Deputy Barlow heard emergent radio traffic to contain the area. She entered her 
vehicle and drove to the southeast corner of the intersection of Rosecrans Avenue and 
Wilmington Avenue. While on her containment position, Deputy Barlow saw one of the 
suspects (Subject {J run into a business located on the [J side of Rosecrans 
Avenue between Wilmington Avenue and Paulsen Avenue. Seconds later, Subject 
ШЕШ £^ northbound across Rosecrans Avenue toward residences. Deputy Barlow 
broadcasted her observations over the radio. Based on her observations, Deputy 
Barlow shifted her containment position to the intersection of Paulsen Avenue and 
Cherry Street. The intersection was located one block north of Rosecrans Avenue. 
Minutes later, deputies located Subject J hiding in the back of an open pickup 
truck. They took the subject into custody. Deputy Barlow did not witness the suspect's 
arrest. 


WITNESS DEPUTY THOMAS BANUELOS 
On Мау 13, 2020, IAB Investigator’s Sergeants Jordan and Arnold interviewed Deputy 
Thomas Banuelos, ИШЕ 21 the Internal Affairs Bureau office. The interview was 


audio recorded and transcribed. 


On September 24, 2018, Deputies Banuelos and his partner Antonio Rios, 
arrived at the aera a Seconds later, Deputy Banuelos heard a detective 
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unit broadcast they were involved in a shooting and the suspects were running from the 
scene. The detectives initiated a containment of the area. Deputy Banuelos took a 
containment position at the intersection of Rosecrans Avenue and Wilmington Avenue, 
while Deputy Rios took a containment position at Wilmington Avenue and Spruce 
Street. 


Deputy Banuelos saw one of the suspects run northbound across Rosecrans Avenue. 
Deputy Banuelos maintained his containment position. Deputy Banuelos heard over the 
radio the suspect who ran northbound across Rosecrans Avenue was found and was in 
custody. Deputy Banuelos learned the second suspect, who was injured, was also in 
custody. Once the incident was static, Deputies Banuelos and Rios proceeded with 
their robbery investigation of the 


Deputy Banuelos contacted Witness ШЕШ who is the cashier at | ЕЕЕ. 


Witness [J said he was robbed at gunpoint by two male blacks. The suspects took 
the cash register drawer and ran out the front door. Witness J said shortly after 
the robbery, a female named ЕНЕ approached him and told him the suspects 
dropped a handgun in the middle of Spruce Street. As Witness [J walked with Ms. 
toward the handgun to retrieve it, they saw the suspect vehicle driving toward 
them eastbound on Spruce Street.

On September 24, 2018, Deputy Rios was assigned to Compton Station patrol, day shift 
as, unit 287 with his partner Deputy Thomas Banuelos ИИ, Deputies Rios and 
Banuelos arrived at the intersection of Wilmington Avenue and Spruce Street, to secure 
as a containment point. 


approached Deputy Rios and identified himself as a cashier at the 

. Once the suspects were captured, Deputy Rios interviewed 
about the robbery. Witness | ЕЕ said two armed male blacks 
entered the and pointed a black handgun at his head. They demanded the 
money from the cash register. The suspects took the cash register and ran out of the 
store. Witness [J followed the suspects and saw them enter a black sedan. The 
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suspects sped eastbound on Spruce Street out of sight. Witness J said the 
suspects dropped a handgun in the middle of Spruce Street. While Witness ШЕШ 
walked to retrieve the handgun for evidence, the suspects returned. When the suspects 
returned, he feared being shot and ran behind a residence. Seconds later, he heard 
four gunshots. 


Following the interview, Deputies Rios and Banuelos transported Witness ШЕШ to the 
locations where the suspects were detained to conduct a field identification. Witness 
ШЕШ positively identified the suspects as the two males who robbed him. Following 
the field show up, Deputy Rios and Banuelos returned Witness to the

Witness described the suspects, but did not observe the deputy involved 
shooting.

On September 24, 2018, Deputy Raygoza, and his partner Deputy 

, drove to the intersection of Rosecrans Avenue and Paulsen Avenue i in 
response to a robbery just occurred call. Upon their arrival, several employees from an 
automobile repair shop were pointing at someone laying on the ground near an auto 
bay door. 


Deputies Raygoza and ЕҢ approached on foot, and saw a male black, (Suspect 
Johnson) lying on his back. He matched the suspect description in the deputy involved 
shooting radio traffic. Deputy Raygoza approached Suspect Johnson and noticed 
gunshot wounds to his hand and shoulder. Deputy Raygoza handcuffed Suspect 
Johnson and requested paramedics via radio 


A short time after Deputy Raygoza handcuffed Suspect Johnson, Deputy Rico arrived at 
the auto shop and assumed control of Suspect Johnson. Deputies Raygoza and 
responded to radio traffic of a second suspect running in the area one block north of 
their location. 


Deputies Raygoza and [J assisted in arresting the second suspect, (Subject ЕЕ). 
Subject was found hiding in the bed of a pickup truck, on the 700 block of Cherry 
Street. 


WITNESS DEPUTY ЕЕЕ 


Оп May 13, 2020, IAB Investigator’s Sergeants Jordan and Arnold interviewed Deputy 
, at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed, 
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On September 24, 2018, Deputy {J and partner Deputy Raygoza responded to 
the intersection of Rosecrans Avenue and Paulsen Avenue in response to a robbery 
just occurred call. Upon their arrival, they were flagged down by an unknown male. 
The male directed their attention to Suspect Johnson, who was lying on his back in front 
of an automobile repair shop. Suspect Johnson was wearing a white t-shirt and black 
pants. Deputies {J and Raygoza exited their vehicle. They gave Suspect Johnson 
commands to show his hands and to roll onto his stomach. Suspect Johnson moaned 
and complied. Deputy Raygoza approached Suspect Johnson and handcuffed him 
behind his back. Suspect Johnson appeared to have gunshot wounds to the lower half 
of his body. Shortly after the suspect was handcuffed, Deputies Bustamante and Rico 
arrived to assist with detaining Suspect Johnson. Deputies Rico and Bustamante 
assumed control of Suspect Johnson while Deputies ЕН and Raygoza left to assist 
with the containment of the second outstanding suspect. 


Deputies | | and Raygoza drove to the intersection of Paulsen Avenue and Cherry 
Street. Deputy J was present at the location and was set up mid-block on Cherry 
Street, a few houses west of Deputies J and Raygoza. Minutes later, Deputy ЯН 
broadcasted he was detaining the second suspect. Deputies ШЕ апа Raygoza 
responded and assisted іп taking the second suspect into custody without any use of 
force. 


WITNESS DEPUTY GIOVANNI RICO 


On Мау 14, 2020, IAB Investigator’s Sergeants Jordan and Moreno interviewed Deputy 
Giovanni Rico, BI. at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed. 


On September 24, 2018, Deputy Rico was assigned to the Compton Station Special 
Assignment Office. At approximately 0930 hours, Deputy Rico was at Compton Station 
and heard broadcasted radio traffic of a deputy involved shooting. While leaving the 
station, Deputy Rico picked up early morning shift J Deputy Bustamonte and 
drove toward the location of the shooting. While traveling westbound Rosecrans 
Avenue at Paulsen Avenue, Deputy Rico saw Deputies Raygoza and [J detaining a 
male (Suspect Johnson) at gunpoint. Deputy Rico stopped and assisted. As Deputy 
Rico approached, he saw Suspect Johnson lying face down and handcuffed behind his 
back. 


Deputy Rico and Deputy Bustamonte maintained custody of Suspect Johnson and 
Deputies Raygoza and | left to assist with the containment of the second 
outstanding suspect. 


Deputy Rico, iN conducted a primary assessment of 


Suspect Johnson. Deputy Rico cut off Suspect Johnson shirt to expose his injuries. 
Deputy Rico saw gunshot wounds to Suspect Johnson's upper left rear shoulder, left 
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forearm, and left hand. Deputy Rico continued with a head to toe assessment and cut 
off Suspect Johnson's pants. Не did not see any injuries to his lower extremities. 
Suspect Johnson said he had difficulty breathing, but Deputy Rico described his 
breathing as, “wasn’t labored, it wasn't irregular.” Deputy Rico said paramedics were 
delayed to their location because of the possibly armed outstanding second suspect in 
the area. Once the second suspect was in custody, paramedics arrived and treated 
Suspect Johnson. 


Deputy Bustamonte and Deputy Rico provided security during the transport of Suspect 
Johnson by paramedics to Saint Francis Hospital.

Deputy Bustamante 
ran out of the station and entered a radio car with Deputy Rico. Deputies Bustamante 
and Rico responded to the intersection of Rosecrans Avenue and Paulsen Avenue. 
They saw Deputies Raygoza and = detaining a male (Suspect Johnson) at gunpoint 
on the {J comer. They stopped and assisted the deputies. Deputies Rico and 
Bustamante assumed custody of Suspect Johnson. Deputies Raygoza and = left to 
assist with the containment of the outstanding suspect. 


Deputy Bustamante said Suspect Johnson had blood on both of his hands and on his 
upper back. Deputy Rico exposed the injuries by cutting off Suspect Johnson's shirt. 


Paramedics arrived within five minutes and treated Suspect Johnson prior to 
transporting him to Saint Francis Medical Center. Deputies Rico and Bustamante 
followed the ambulance to the hospital and maintained custody of Suspect Johnson.

Suspect Johnson and Subject {J entered the (J with the gun. 


They took the cash register and ran out the entrance door. Suspect Johnson dropped 
the register in the store parking lot. Suspect Johnson and Subject J ran to their 
parked vehicle. One of the “Brook Boys” gang members was seated in the driver's seat. 
Suspect Johnson and Subject entered the car and drove eastbound on Spruce 
Street. During the getaway, Subject dropped the handgun on Spruce Street. 
Minutes later, Suspect Johnson and Subject | ЕШ returned to retrieve the dropped 
handgun. As Suspect Johnson approached the handgun, he saw an undercover police 
car behind him. As he got closer to the handgun, he slowed by using the emergency 
brake but did not stop the car or put it in park. Suspect Johnson exited the car to 
retrieve the handgun. As he reached for the handgun, the passenger side deputy shot 
him twice through the windshield. The shots struck Suspect Johnson in his left side and 
left hand. Suspect Johnson said he did not pick up the handgun until after he was shot 
twice and did so because he was in shock and not thinking. 


Suspect Johnson ran in a northeast direction toward the north sidewalk of Spruce 
Street. He was not struck by the detective’s car. As Suspect Johnson ran eastbound 
on the north sidewalk of Spruce Street, he felt the effects of being shot and stopped in 
front of a residence on Spruce Street. With the handgun in his left hand, Suspect 
Johnson moved his hands forward and then upward. While raising his hands, he felt 
another shot strike his left hand, which caused him to drop the handgun. Suspect 
Johnson ran a short distance to a mechanics shop where he told the employees to tell 
deputies his location and get him help. Suspect Johnson laid down near the mechanics 
shop, where he was detained by deputies seconds later.

Subject 
Em had the newly found handgun in his right hand when they entered the 

ubject {J showed the handgun to the store cashier, Witness ‚апа 
demanded the money from the cash register. Suspect Johnson and Subject 
took the register and ran out the west facing store entrance. They ran to their parked 
car and fled eastbound on Spruce Street. When they got into the vehicle, Subject 
ШЕ dropped the handgun in the street. 


After driving for a short time, Subject J told Suspect Johnson he dropped the 
handgun in the street. Suspect Johnson insisted they return to retrieve the handgun. 
Suspect Johnson stopped the vehicle near the handgun and exited the car. Subject 
ШЕШ heard the acceleration of a vehicle, which he identified as a gray Dodge 
Charger. The Charger, driven by “cops” crashed into the suspect vehicle. 
Simultaneously, Subject {J heard four to five gunshots.

exited the car and ran after Suspect Johnson. Subject J saw опе deputy pointing 
his handgun at Suspect Johnson and giving him verbal orders to stop. Subject ЕН 
heard one gunshot and saw Suspect Johnson fall to the ground and drop the handgun. 
Suspect Johnson stood ир, but Subject {J saw he was injured. They both ran to 
Paulsen Avenue and turned northbound. 


Subject {J ran north of Rosecrans Avenue and hid іп the bed of a pickup truck. 
Minutes later, Subject [J was found and detained by Compton Station patrol 
deputies.
